ACTION DEPENDS ON VOTERS 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

Substantial progress was made yesterday 
in formulating a tentative draft of the initial 
subway ordinance. A subcommittee of 
the council committee decided where it will 
spend the first $29,000,000, if the initial sub- 
way plan is indorsed by the voters. 

The north and south bore will be in Clark 
street between Eighteenth and Elm streets. 
The east and west line will be in Madison 
street between Grant park and a point 
west of Ashiand avenue, which will be de- 
termined iater by the amount of money 
available. It is estimated by Bion J. Arnold 
and George Weston of the board of super- 
vising engineers that the Clark street sub- 
way equipped will cost $10,478,000. The 
Madison street subway, between Michigan 
and Western avenues, will cost $11,224,000, 
Both will be two track subways. 


Five Tunnels for Street Cars. 

In addition to these, it was decided to con- 
struct five tunnels for surface lines at a 
total cost of 57.888 000. Three of these will 
be in Robey street, one between Clybourn 
and Bilston avenues, another between Blue 
Island avénue and Thirty-third street, and 
the third between Thirty-ninth and Forty- 
sixth: streets. All these will be under 
* branches of thé ‘river, and one of them also 
wil be under a network of railroad tracks, 

tunnel will be under the river 


nue and e point 20 th of Elston avenue. 


The th will be in California avenue, be- 
tween Grand avenue and Fulton street. 
under railroad tracks. 

These short tunnels are for the purpose of 
faster transportation on cross town lines, 
and are to be so constructed that they event- 
vally may become part of a complete sub- 
way system. 


Finances of Bores. 

The cost of all these improvements totals 
$29,567,000.. In April, 1917, it is estimated by 
the advisers of the subcommittee that the 
traction fund will be $22,000,000. To this will 
be added interest estimated between $600,000 
and $700,000. 

Under the 1907 ordinances the surface car 
companies are obligated to spend a maximum 
of $5,000,000 when ordered by the city. From 
this amount should be deducted $160,000 al- 
ready contributed by the roads for tunnels 
under the'river. So there probably will be 
available $27,500.000 for the initial subway 
plan recommended yesterday by the subcom- 
mittee. 

The surface traction interests indicated 
they preferred a subway starting at Clinton 
and Washington streets, then east in Wash- 
ington, south in Michigan avenue, west in 
Jackson boulevard, terminating at Clinton 
street. instead of the Madison street route 
selected. Also they prefer State street to 
Clark street. 


Arnold Defends City Plan. 
Their preferences probably would best 
serve their interests, said Mr. Arnold.“ but 
as an initial etep for a complete subway sys- 
tem the routes selected are by far better. 
They better serve the interests of the whole 
city and contribute more to the transporta- 
tion service.” 

Ald Twigg and Wilson wanted a subway 
out Milwaukee avenue to Chicago avenueand 
another to the southwest side. They argued 
these should be included in the ordinance as 
the next two bores to be constructed, but the 
subcommittee decided to limit its construc- 
tion program to revenue available and ex- 
pected. 

The stations on the two subways selected 
have not been decided on, but from the dis- 
cussion and the drawings of the engineers 
there probably will be a station on the Clark 
street line at Bighteenth, Herrison, Madison. 
Indiana, and Elm streets. On the Madison 
street line the probable station sites are 
Michigan avenue, Clark. Halsted, Ashland, 
Reber, and Western, if the line extends that 
far westward. 


Time Bore Will Save. 

„How much will the Madison street 
line reduce the time in getting from Western 
avenue to Michigan avenue? asked Ald. 
Wilson. 
I am sure of fifteen minutes—and possi- 
bly twenty minutes,” replied Mr, Arnold. 
“What will be the reduction on the Clark 
street line? asked Ald. Capitain. 
About nineteen minutes between the two 
Portals. answered Mr. Weston. 
“ What action has the committee taken to 
justify the publication in newspapers that 
these proposed subways will be traction 
owned? asked Ald. Twigg, who was absent 
on Tuesday.

|JAPAN DEMANDS - 
LAND LAW ACTION 


Foreign Minister Says United 
States Ignored Third 
Protest on Act. 


CRITICS IN PARLIAMENT. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
TOKIO, Jan. 21.—Baron Nobuaki Makino, 
the foreign minister, today announced to 
parliament that the Japanese government 
was not satisfied with the replies which it 
had received from the United States govern- 
ment in regard to the California alien land 
laws. 

The minister intimated Japan would not 
be satisfied until some other solution of the 
problem is reached. He said the Tokio min- 
istry was not ready to announce the nature 
of the plans which it has in view. 

Baron Makino’s announcement that the 
American government has made no reply to 
Japan's third protest, which was presented 
in August, was the signal for an attack on 
the government by several members of the 
opposition. 


Reviews the Whole Affair. 

The views of the foreign minister were 
given in his annual address to parliament. 
It was a lengthy statement, which re- 
viewed the progress of the whole affair. He 
said the law places the Japanese residents of 
California on ea different footing from other 
aliens and was ea discrimination against 
them. 

The minister revealed the fact that the 
Japanese ambassador to Washington ob- 
tained an interview with President Wilson 
on March 5, the day after Mr. Wilson took 
office. He said that in that interview the 
ambassador asked Mr. Wilson to stop the 
legislation then pending. Mr. Wilson in- 
formed him he would do all possible to obey 
the wishes of the imperial government, but 
said he could not interfere with the actions 
of any state. 

Baron Makino then told of further confer- 
ences in Washington; of the efforte of the 
administration there to have the wording of 
the treaty changed, and of the sending of 
Secretary Bryan to Sacramento to address 
the legisiatars in an effort to head off the 
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By mutual agreement the two govern- 
ments have kept from publication the de- 
tails of the negotiations, but it has been 
understood here the negotiations ended be- 
cause the principals hed arrived at an im- 
passe. 

As no way has been found out of this 
position under exis.ing conventions, it is 
understood that the last Japanese proposi- 
tion contemplates the making of a new 
treaty, which might permanently settle the 
issue between the two countries by precisely 
defining the rights of Japanese in America 
and of Americans in Japan. 


EX-SENATOR CULLOM GAINS,

Attending Physicians Hold Out Lit- 
tle Hope for His Recovery—May 
Live for Several Days.

Deposits Used to Make Loans 
to Mercantile Branches, F.

HELD SUFFICIENT ASSETS 


Says Corporation Owes Chicago 
Store $1,000,000; Hearing 
Begun in New York, 


New York, Jan. 21.—Money deposited in the 
private bank of Henry Siegel & Co. was used 
for making loans to various department 


stores, identified with the Elegel Stores cor- 
’ poratiom® according to testimony given by

Frank E. Vogel today before former United 
States Judge George C. Holt, a special master 
appointed in the receivership proceedings in 
which certain Siegel interests are involved. 
Vogel, who was a co-partner with Henry 
Siegel, testified also that although his in- 
vestments in the Siegel dry goods enterprises 
amounted to $1,400,000, but a few thousand 


) dollars of this money remains in his pos- 


session today. At the time of the recent 
failures of several concerns controlled by 
the Siegel Stores corporation, he asserted, he 
was making an effort to borrow betweep 
$400,000 and $500,000. Unable to get this 
money. the crash came, he said. 


Says Assets Exceed Liabilities.: 

The total assets over liabilities are more 
than $6,000,000,"" he testified in response to 
one query, but we were handicapped by 
not being able to secure the necessary money 
to maintain this condition because of the 
bank’s action in cutting off credit.”

Aide from the lack i accurate knowl- 
edge regarding the condition and correct- 
ness of these accounts, opportunities exist 
for gross irregularities, the perpetration of 
which would seriously refiect upon the ad- 
ministration of the office. 

Ii would be possible under the conditions 
in which the accounts now are for an officer 
or employé of an active depositary bank to 
report to the tréasurer that said bank hed 
transferred to some other bank $50,000 or 
more as ‘excess deposits,’ to charge this 
amount to the treasurer's general account, 
to put the money in hie pocket, and to depart 
for parts unknown, without this action being 
discovered by the treasurer’s office within 
two months—long enough for the absconder 
to reach the uttermost parts of the earth. 

Another illustration may serve to em- 
phasize our statement. If an active deposi- 
tary bank should notify tts correapondent in 
New York to deposit with the assistant 
treasurer in New York $50,000 for its credit, 
as a transfer of excess deposits, and at the 
same time advise the treasury of such notifi- 
cation, and the correspondent should fail to 
make such deposit, it would not be discov- 
ered by the accounting division for over two 
months. In the meantime, if the correspond- 
ent bank should fail, the treasurer might 
have serious difficulty"In holding the orig- 
inal bank for the money. The latter un- 
doubtedly would plead’ that the treasurer 
had been guilty of contributory negligence, 
and therefore could not recover.” 


Thousands of Checks Daily. 


There are received by the treasurer’ s office 
each day from 25,000 to 40,000 werrents and 
checks of varioua kinds which have been 
paid by depositary banks and treasury of- 
fices, and for which the paying inetitution 
must be given credit and charges made to 
the respective accounts against which the 
warrants and checks are drawn. 

An investigation showed the highest 
amount of checks on hand, on July 15, was 
$74,130,424.34 and the lowest, on Aug. 12, 
wes $32,347,467.87. It also was noted that 
during this period of forty-three working 
days on four only was the amount of un-

Germany Said to Be Planning 4 
Monopoly of Its Own. 


FINDS DATA IN FACTORIES. 


Alleged So-Called Independents Be- 


longed to American Combine. 


BERLIN, Jan. 21—According to the Tage- 


blatt. the search of the premises and archives 


of German cigaret concerns, which has been 
going on for several days by government 
officials, will be followed by steps for the 
creation of a government cigaret monopoly. 

More than a score of factories have been 
searched, and it is understood evidence has 
been found to show that many firms which 
heretofore were supposed to be independent 
are owned by the tobacco trust. 


Uncover Trust“ Connections. 

Evidence is said to have been discovered 
tending to show that the George A. Jasmatzi 
company, one of the largest concerns of the 
kind in Germany, is the chief factor of the 
American trust in the empire, that it con- 
trols many other cigaret and tobacco firms, 
and that General Manager Gutschow is the 
confidential agent and representative of the 
trust in Germany. 

The police descended unexpectedly on the 
Jasmatzi factory while Herr Gutschow was 
in Berlin. They searched and examined 
books, letters, and documents for ten hours 
while detectives patrolled the place. 

The American mall of the Jasmatzi and 
other tobacco factories is said to have been 
watched by government officials for some 
time. 


Plans Are Kept Secret. 

The authorities maintain the strictest se- 
crecy regarding what the result of the search 
will be and the Tagebiatt is the only paper 
that ventures the suggestion that the gov- 
ernment plans a monopoly. 

Other interested persons assert that the ac- 
tion is a result of a complaint filed by the 
Anti-Trust Tobacco league, formed some 
time ago to fight the American tobacco 
trust, charging the Jasmatszi and other fac- 
tories with secret combinations formed for 
the purpose of throttling competition and 
dictating the output and the price.

He 
added that the same bank holds a note for 
$150,000 signed by Henry Siegel and bearing 
Vogel's indorsement. This money, he said, 
went into the Fourteenth Street store of this 
city, which failed.

‘SCHOOL BOARD 
STOPS SALARY CUT; 


Refuses. to Ratify Resom: 
mendation of Finance 
Committee. 


SENDS IT BACK TO BODY. 


Congressman A. J. Sabath’s Com- 
pany Awarded Bonding 
Renewals. 


The finance committee of the board of edu- 
cation yesterday voted to make the 10 per 
cent cut in the salaries of half the high school 
teachers and a raise of the same amount in 
the other half. Immediately afterward the 
board refused to ratify the move, and voted 
to wend the matter back to the finance com- 
mittee. 

Until the matter is settled the high school 
teachers will work on the six hour day at the 
former five hour salary. At the time an 
additional hour was added to the work the 


board was authorized to pay a 20 per cent 


increase in salary until Jan. i. 

Supt. Elia Flagg Young and Secretary L. 
. Larson urged the passage of the recom- 
mendation putting all the teachers on a six 
hour schedule, with a 10 per cent increase 
over the salary under the five hour schedule. 
Mr. Larson said it wasan emergency matter, 
as half the teachers otherwise would con- 
tinue to work on the six hour schedule and 


get the old pay, which means a 20 per cent 
decrease. 


Presents New Schedule. 

Mrs. Young's recommendation did not put 
the matter on 4 percentage basis. She pre- 
sented an entirely new salary schedule made 
up on a universal six hour day. It amounts, 
however, to a 10 per cent increase over the 
old five hour schedule. 

It was learned in the course of the meet- 
ing that even the elementary school teachers 
may lose the 5 per cent increase planned for 
them. The resolution of John J. Sonsteby. 
presented at the previous meeting of the 
board, ‘which asked that the estimates be 
made up on the basi« rf the increases asked 
for last year, came defore the committee. 

“TIT am satisfied,”’ said Mr. Sonsteby, that 
there was enough money in the treasury 
to give all the teachers the increases they de- 
red.“ 


Wishes It Were So. 

“I wish it were so,“-said Mre. Young. “1 
have been working on an increase of 5 per 
cent on the salaries of the elementary teach- 
ers and principals. I have been sitting 
with. some of the financiers of thie commit- 
tee. It was granted that, while there is 
money this year for the raises, there would 
be none next year. They turned back my 
estimates and told me to figure again.” 

Instead of having money to make all 
the ralses, said Charles S. Peterson, chair- 
man of the committee, we shall be lucky 
if we can give even one group a raise. We 
have $77,000 available. The normal increases 
because of added length of service will be 
nearly $250,000 without the 6 per cent for 
elementary teachers.”

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| AN EARLY SIGN OF DEAFNESS. 
H® ordinary method of hearing is 
that in which sound waves strike 
the ear drum and the impulse is 
transmitted by the bones of the ear 
to the place where bony movement 
irritates certain delicate nerves. This ir- 
ritation of these nerves carries to the 
brain, where the impulse is recorded as 
a sound. 

Impulses can be carried to these nerves 
by bones other than these small bones of 
the ear drum. In fact, the bones are in 
touch with each other so that some little 
sound impulses can travel to the ear from 
far away places. We can hear a little 
with our hands and our feet; we can hear 
still more with the bones nearer the ear 
bones. 


—— 

Bournier offers the following test for the 
extremely early stages of failing hearing: 
The foot of a vibrating, deep-toned tuning 
fork is held against the elbow or wrist. 
If the hearing is normal, the vibrations are 
felt, but no sound is heard. If the hear- 
ing is beginning to fail, the seund of the 
vibration will be heard through the bone. 

The theory is that, when the ear drum 
begins to thicken|up and ear drum hearing 
loses some of its geuteness, the indirect or 
bone hearing becomes somewhat more 
acute to compensate; that, when this test 
shows bone hearing to be more delicate 
than normal, it is a sign that ordinary 
hearing is going away a little. 

This sign probably would not hold good 
for the deafness of old age. Its field is 
those who, by reasons of neglected ear- 
aches in childhood, or by reason of thick- 
ening of the drum, or other changes in the 
middle ear, are getting deaf before their 

e.

The methods of testing the hearing are 
simple. There are elaborate devices and 
expert examiners, but no one need wait for 
either of these: In a perfectly still room, 
ascertain if the watch tick can be heard at 
two feet, or a whisper at eighteen feet. 
Try each ear with the other closed. Learn 
if a tuning fork held an inch from the ear 
can be beard for eighty seconds. 

These are simple testa and can be made 
without much apparatus. They are not 
exact but they give one a fair idea as to 
‘whether his ears are losing accuracy. If 
he remembers, or if he learns, that, as a 
child, he had many earaches or many at- 
tacks of sore throat, or was a mouth 
breather, it is advisable for bim to take 
stock of his eats at his annual invettory.

WAGES AND LAND THEN AND NoW 

Chicago, Jan. 16—({ Editor of The Tribune.) 
—The only true way to estimate the returns 
from a young man of common sense, scientific 


knowledge and gumption on a farm et present 
or one or two generations ago is by counting 
what he earns from his own indfvidua/ efforts, 
To say that a young man can get land easier 
now at $200 per acre than in 1870 at $1.26 is 
misleading to say the least. 

If Mr: Mason meane that a young man can 
employ and exploit the surplus earnings of 
other men it is possibly true. 

Let a young man start without means ex- 
cept common sense, knowledge, and gunip- 
tion and aim to earn by his own individual 
efforts and he will find it harder to pay for 
land at $200 per acre than paying $1.25 an acre 
in 1870. 

“The highest wages a farm hand can get to- 
day the year round by farm labor is $30 to $35 
per month. What he has to buy costs nearly 
double what it did in 1870. 

It is misleading to calculate on the basis of 
common sense, gumption, and knowledge te 
farm profits from other men’s labor. 

Prosperity based upon special privilege and 
exploiting of labor la a dase delusion un- 
worthy of the consideration of honest men. 

In 1874 prairie land could be Bought for $5 
per acre in Jackson county, Kansas. That 
game land today is estimated at $100 or more. 

A young man able to teach school could get 
$40 per month for eight months, equal to $320. 
He paid $10 per month for board and room; 
that left @ net income of $240. By industrious 
effort during the summer he could ears 
enough to buy his clothes and books, étc., and 
attend a teachers’ institute of four weeks.

Under the terme of the alleged con- 
tract the milling company received from the 
railroad a rebate on each carioad of four : 
outbound equal to the switching rate on twe 
cata of grain received by the mill.
